- the word “ bowdlerised ” seems first to have been 
used in 1836. 

It is not at all certain that Bowdler did a 
disservice to literature by attempting to introduce 
Shakespeare to the young. Did Charles and Mary 
Lamb ? He was a medical man, an F.R.S., and 
led a useful and active life.
